The department of domestic 
science was first advocated by the 
W. C. T. U. Committees went be- 
fore the State University Board 
many times on this important ques- 
tion, finally through the joint in- 
fluence of the W. C. T..

Persistent petition worik finally 
got the bill passed in the State 
Legislature asking for a dormitory 
for young women in State Univer- 
sity, which has been located and 
occupied for several years.

Our purpose is to make a lar- 
ger home of the State that will be 
fit for children to be born into and 
brought up in. Therefore, any 
thing that affects the well-being of 
the child enlists the interests of the 
Woman's Christian Temperance 
I'llioll. 

The W. C. T. U. first secured pub- 
lic school kindergartens. The lo- 
cal union at Lexington employed 
Miss Adams and organized a class, 
finally getting the department in 
the schools, from this center the 
work spread and many places now 
have free kindergartens. 

The W. C. T. U. in connection 
with others asked that all colleges 
ill Kentucky receive women on 
equal terms with men.

THE EIGHT-HOUR LAW 

HenMor Robert Si". La Folletta, 
of Wisconsin, the only Ifepublican 
Senator to vote for tie Eight-hour 
law, in a signed editnfinl in the Sep- 
tember issue of his magnxine de- 
fends the passage of the above law 
and endorses the sentiments o!

"The Eight -hour law i« not n 
force bill. fThe RaiUway employes 
demnnded an (light -hour dnv from 
the rnilroads. They made no de- 
mand on Congress. A* was their 
right, they set a day to quit work 
in ease their demand was refused. 
Then the railroads inaugurated a 
strike against the public. They re- 
fused to accept freight for ship- 
I ment, especially perishable good-, 
in many parts of the country. They 
spent tremendous sums of money 
in an effort to influence public sen- 
timent and this money must even- 
tually come out of the pockets of 
the people. The strike mennt ap- 
palling disaster to farmers, to 
fruit grower*, great damage to all 
business, including the railroads. 

"The I're-idetit \va- not suc< N 

ful in averting the di-n-ter, the 
railroad mangaers being particular- 
ly oh-tinatc and refusing to concede 
the principle of the eight-hour day. 
The President put the matter np to 
Congress, and Congress, consider- 
ing only the public good, aiding in 
the public interest. It was not 
forced by any demands of the 
yvorkingnien or of the railroads. 
The public interest demanded im- 
mediate action, and Congress acted 
and passed the law. Every Wiscon- 
sin representative present voted 
for the bill, and I believe they were 
right in doing so. I believe in the 
eight -hour day. 

"Did Congress act without due 
consideration? The question of the 
eight -hour day for skilled labor 
»ii> not new. Every congressman 
uuve 10 ine issues oi ine any must 
have been familiar with the subject. 

"When the sixteen-hour limitation 
for railroad employes was under 
consideration it was met by the 
same argument mnde against the 
eight- hour law. Railroads and some 
Other large employers are slow to 
learn, but experience has abun- 
dantly shown that for the trades, 
profWaions and crafts were skill, 
courage and caution are required 
the eight-hour day is the maximum 
of efficiency."
